The most valuable cargo of cotton 
ever shipped from any part of the 
world was; carried on the Guif trans- 
port line steamer Irak, which sailed 
from Galveston for Liverpool Thurs- 
day. The so liner had housed inside 
her 4teel hyli 23,000 square bales, valued 
at the enormous figure of $1,600,000. To 
gain an idea of the Irak’s cargo it is 
only necessary td figure fifty bales to 
a car, whith means that 460 large 
freight cars were required to bring 
the shipment to Galveston by rail.
